Christiania. Norway, June 8.—“Nor­ 
way from today is a fully independent 
and sovereign state.” 
T his is the text of the editorials in 
the Norwegian newspapers and it re­ 
flects the spirit with which the peo­ 
ple of Norway accept W ednesday’s 
action of the storthing, when it pro­ 
claimed King Oscar no longer king of 
Norway. 
Following is the resolution 
passed by the storthing unanimously 
and without debate: 
“W hereas, All the members of the 
council of state have laid down their 
offices, and 
"W hereas, His m ajesty, the king, has 
declared himself unable to establish a 
new government for the country, and 
“W hereas, The constitutional regal 
power thus becomes inoperative and 
the storthing authorizes the members 
of the council of state who retired to 
exercise until further notice as the 
Norwegian government the power ap­ 
pertaining to the king In accordance 
with Norway’s constitution and exist­ 
ing laws, with those changes which 
are necessitated by the fact that Hie 
union with Sweden under one king 
is dissolved in consequence of the 
king having ceased to act as a Nor­ 
wegian king.” 
An address to the king was adopted 
declaring that no ill feeling was en ­ 
tertained against him, his dynasty or 
the Swedish nation and asking him to 
co-operate in the selection of a young 
prince of the house of Bernadotte to 
occupy the throne of Norway. 


Adopted a Proclamation. 


At its meeting in the evening the 
storthing adopted a proclamation to 
the Norwegian 
people in which 
is 
given a detailed account of the events 
preceding the passing of the resolu­ 
tion. 
This proclamation concludes: 
“T he storthing hopes that the Nor­ 
wegian people will succeed in Ii’, ing 
in peace and on good terms with all 
and not the least with the Swedish 
people, to whom wre are linked by so 
m any natural ties. 
“T he storthing is sure that the peo­ 
ple will join with and aid the govern­ 
ment 
in maintaining the full 
inde­ 
pendence of Norway and with firm­ 
ness and dignified tranquility submit 
to the necessary sacrifices; and it is 
fu rth er 
sure that all subjects 
will 
fully respect all ordinances and pre­ 
scriptions from the government. 
“All officials, 
civil and 
military, 
m ust 
iii every 
respect 
yield 
th a t 
obedience which the government has 
the right to claim according to the au­ 
thority transferred to it by the stor- 
thing in the name 
of the people of 
Norw ay.” 
T he proceedings throughout the mo­ 
m entous session of the storthing were 
m arked by suprem e good order and 
by the utmost dignity. 
The plans had 
been 
most carefully prepared 
and 
nothing had been om itted to secure tho 
Inauguration of a new government un­ 
der the best auspices. 
T h at the feeling 
was intense was 
evidenced by the great gathering of 
people outside the storthing during 
the early 
session and after 
the a n ­ 
nouncement of the result of the pro­ 
ceedings a quiet respect wras shown 
the* members as they left the building. 
No Evidence of Excitement. 
T here was not the slightest evidence 
of excitement, th6 people seeming to 
realize the responsibility placed upon 
them . 
The 
crowds were 
especially 
respectful 
in their 
ovation to 
M. 
Michelsen, the retiring premier. 
He 
said the proceedings were solemn and* 
th a t everyone was imbued with a tre ­ 
mendous sense of responsibility, but, 
he 
added, “the 
storthing could 
not 
have taken any other step.” 
It has been arranged that the stor­ 
thing will send a deputation to con 
vey the address adopted by it to the 
king. 
T he storthing will, if necessary, de­ 
fend the step taken by force of arms. 
ll a prince of the house of Berna- 
do*te should 
consent to occupy 
the 
thi one of Norway he must give up all 
idea 
of succession to the 
Swedish 
throne. 
Al. Arctt ti ler will be Norway’s first 
foreign minister. 
He is now chief of 
the department of commerce, naviga­ 
tion and industry. 
it is learned 
th at Crown 
Prince 
Gustav will return at once from Berlin. 
it is understood that an extraordi­ 
nary session of the Swedish riksdag 
will be called June 26, If not earlier, 
as 
the result 
of the 
action of

storthing. 
Special missions will be sent to the 
g reat powers asking them to recog­

News of Norway’s Action Agreeable 
to Danes. 
Copenhagen, June 8.—The announce­ 
ment that the Norwekian storthing by 
a unanimous 
vote declared 
that it 
could no longer 
acknowledge King 
Oscar as king of Norway was received 
here not with surprise 
but with the 
same spirit of approval and determ ina­ 
tion that prevailed in Christiania. 
Fridtjof 
Nansen, 
the Arctic 
ex­ 
plorer, may be appointed a special en­ 
voy to tile foreign powers in order tp 
secure their recognition of Norw ay’s 
new status. 
The explorer said: 
“No doubt, there are many difficul­ 
ties ahead of Norway and we are pre­ 
pared for opposition abroad. 
In fact 
we expect the worst and will not be 
surprised at whatever happens.” 


Do Not Expect Trouble. 
St. Paul, June 8.—While in no state 
in the Union is deeper interest mani­ 
fested 
in the crisis in Norway 
and 
Sweden than in Minnesota, the vast 
Scandinavian population of this state 
Is not excited over frie affair and very 
few look for serious trouble in their 
native lands.

A great procession, ac­ 
companied by bands, went to Rosen- 
dal castle where the hands played the 
national anthem . 
In 
a few minutes 
the king and other members of the 
royal family appeared on a balcony of 
the castle and were enthusiastically 
cheered by the demonstrators, while 
a number of ladies advanced from the 
crowd and presented the king with a 
bouquet. 
Though greatly excited over the sit­ 
uation. the populace remains outward­ 
ly calm. 
King Oscar held 
a council in the 
evening at which the situation was 
considered. 
Newspapers of Stockholm, comment­ 
ing on the action of the Norwegian 
storthing, take an extremely serious 
view of the crisis. 
The Nya Dagligt 
Allehanda says: “The Norwegian gov­ 
ernment has exceeded all limits, but 
undoubtedly it acted according to its 
conviction th a t it was for the country's 
welfare and no Swedish party or poli­ 
tician 
will attem pt to persuade 
or 
compel Norway to maintain a union 
which 
had became a 
burden. 
The 
Swedish diet will meet in extraordi­ 
nary session in a fortnight and will 
speak in the nam e of Sweden. Mean­ 
while the king of the union speaks in 
the name of the union and has already 
protested 
against 
the 
revolution 
which is contemplated in his Norwe­ 
gian kingdom.” 
King Oscar, whose 
health is still 
not good, is much shaken by the crisis. 
Telegrams from the provinces show 
that 
the public 
views the 
develop­ 
ments with astonishing calmness, al­ 
most am ounting to indifference. 
The council of state has decided to 
call an extraordinary session of par­ 
liament and probably no action will 
be taken before parliament meets.

I promised my friends in 
Brainerd when I was leaving that when 
I had bei n here a sufficient length of 
time to learn something about tile conn 
try and its climate I would send a letter 
to

publication, hoping it may not find its 
way to the waste basket. 
I have been here one month and can 
truthfully say I like the [dace very well. 
The thermometer varies from 85" to 98" 
farenheit during the day and is just cool 
enough for anyone to sleep well at 
night. 
This is not a very beautiful place at 
present, but I think it will bo in the 
near future when the predicted improve­ 
ments are completed. This is a very good 
country for farming. 
A person can 
raise anything they might wish any 
time of the year. 
Vegetables are very 
high. 
Cabbages are IO cents per head. 
All kinds of fruits are raised here and 
this is one thing I enjoy very much. 
It 
is tin* only thing we have to eat that we 
really enjoy. 
Board is 825 per month 
and we don’t get enough to eat for that. 
If I had to work hard I couldn’t stand 
it, but it will be better soon. 
Land can bo rented from the govern­ 
ment for 40 cents per acre and I suppose 
with the first right to it if opened for 
homesteads later on. 
Culebra is situat 
od on the highest point on the isthmus. 
I consider it a health) place. 
There is 
no more .sickness here than there. 
In 
the month I have sojourned hero I have 
not been sick a minute. 
The work on the canal is progressing 
very slowly. 
I think if my grandchild­ 
ren have any inclination to dig ditches 
they can gratify their desires on the 
Panama canal when they become old 
enough to engage in that kind of work. 
Unless tho methods now in use are 
changed it will take one hundred years 
to complete tho work on the canal. 
There are only about a half dozen 
w'hite women here now. but the next 
steamer that arrives will bring several 
families. 
I intend to have ray family 
come soon, never to return to Brainerd, 
for I think this is a much better place 
in many ways.

Once upon a time there was a man 
who spent eight of the best years of 
his life coloring a meerschaum pipe, 
only to ii ml at the end of that period 
til at he had been nursing a piece of 
“massakopfe” instead of the genuine 
“ecuuie de mer.” 
The “massakopfe” 
is a composition made of the paring-; of 
genuine meerschaum and a mineral 
clay. 
The parings are triturated to a 
fine powder, boiled in water and mold­ 
ed into blocks, with or without the ad­ 
dition of flay. 
Each block is then cut 
into a bowl, but as It c o n t r a c t s consid­ 
erably it must bo left some time to 
dry. 
Those bowls are distinguished 
from the genuine meerschaum by their 
greater specific gravity, but there is no 
absolutely certain test by which the 
real meerschaum can be told from the 
composition. 
In forming a pixie from “ecume de 
mer” the silicate of magnesia is pre­ 
pared for Hie operation by soaking in 
a composition of wax, oil and fats. 
The wax aud «>11 absorbed by tile meer­ 
schaum are the cause of the color pro­ 
duced by smoking. 
The heat of lite 
burning tobacco causes the wax and 
fatty substances t * pass through the 
stages of a dry ai libation, and, be­ 
coming associated with the products 
of the distillation of the tobacco, they 
are diffused through the substances of 
the bowl, producing those gradations 
of tint which are so much prized. 
In 
some cases tho bowls are artificially 
colored by dipping them, before being 
soaked iii wax, iii a solution of sul­ 
phate of iron, either alone or mixed 
with dragon’s blood. 
Good meerschaum is soft enough to 
lie indented by the thumb nail. 
It 
yields readily to the knife, especially 
after having been wetted. 
There are 
various densities. 
Some kinds sink in 
water; others float on the surface. 
Those of medium density are preferred 
by the pipe maker, for the light varie­ 
ties are porous and even cavernous. 
Many judges assume that the heavier 
kinds are spurious, but there is no ab­ 
solute proof that such is the case. A 
negative test may be mentioned. 
The 
composition bowls never exhibit those 
little blemishes which result from the 
presence of foreign bodies in Hie nat­ 
ural 
meerschaum. 
Therefore 
if 
a 
blemish occur in a meerschaum bowl, 
which is very frequently the case, the 
genuineness of the bowl is rendered 
most probable. 
Bot as blemishes do 
not show until after the bowl has been 
used for some time the test is not of 
much value.—New York Press.
